1 How many are dead is not known. Water in torrents, raging like mad, split 
the city into three sections. Flames followed in the path of the flood and at 
nightfall water covered all sections before a summary could be made. 


The flood originated in the upper basin of the mountains 
north of Hot Springs from a veritable cloudburst.

4:30 o'clock, after terrific gains for about eighteen hours, there 
came a slight flow of water down through Central avenue from 
its junction with Whittington Park at the north end of the 
valley. When the water began to make its appearance there 
was little alarm, but in a few minutes the waters began to

It was recalled today that when

| ber in Washington last February, 
| Mrs. Marshall said that if her hus- 
band’s body was found she desired 
burial in Arlington. 

It has been decided to leave the 
motor of the ill-fated plane where 
it fell on the side of the South 
Peak of the Cuyamacas to mark 
the spot where the officers met 
death. 

There will be no formal inquiry 
into the tragedy, Rockwell Field 
officers said, as an official report 
was submitted to the War Depart- 
ment last February after a board 
of officers had fully investigated the 
disappearance of Col. Marshall and 
Lieut. Webber. The finding was that 
“Col. Marshall and Lieut. Webber 
met death in an airplane accident 
on Dec. 7, 1922, while flying from 
San Diego to Fort Hyecchuca, Ariz.” 


DIGGERS FIND SKULLS 


Strengthens Belief Indians Were 
Here Many Years Ago 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
SANTA BARBARA, May 14.— 
The first results of the excavations 
into Burton mound being made 


under the direction of J. P. Har- 
rington, of the Museum of the 
Amerié¢an Indian in New York, 
were obtained this afternoon when 
the excavators came upon two 
graves, lined with whalebone and 
containing the skeletons of two 
Indians. A few feet ‘further on, 
from a pit four by six feet and a 
yard deep some 100 skulls were 
taken. 

Harrington believes all of these 
are of the ancient Indian people 
who were here about Cabrillo's 
time. All signs suggested burials 
extending over long periods, one 
burial being made on top of oth- 
ers. These graves so far opened 
also produced stone mortars, 
pesties and sinker stones, such as 
were used by ancient § fishermen. 
Some of the relics will go to the 
Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington. 

it is Harrington's opinion that 
the excavations will yet bring to 
light evidences that the Indian was 
an inhabitant of Santa Barbara 
and the coast for thousands of 
years.

TESTS FOR SONGBIRDS 
Canarics Must Pass Inspector Be- 
fore They Can Enter America 


During the last fiscal year 154,- 
547 canaries were imported into 
this ceuntry under permit. The 


‘Christmas trade, though smaller 
than in years prior to the war, was 
more nearly normal than for some 
seasons past. 

A large proportion of the song 


canaries are imported from Bre- 
men, Germany, where they are 
collected in the Hartz Mountains 
from peasants who raise them. One 
of the functions of the Biological 


foreign birds and mammals into 
the United States to prevent the in- 
troduction of undesirable species. 
Permits for as many 4s 17,000 
canaries in different lots have been 
issued in a day. and single ship- 
ments of more than 3000 birds are 
common. 

Each canary is placed in a cage 
by itself at the point where the 
birds are gathered.

LEONARDO’S THUMB 
IDENTIFIES WORK 


We are familiar with the use of 
the fingerprint as evidence in cases 
of crime and as a means of identi- 
fication th sets at defiance every 
kind @ disguise, now it has been 
called upon for a new and. inter- 
esting service. ‘ 

An art collector In New York 
had obtained an old Italian paint- 
Ing. The canvas was not signed, 
but it was evidently the work of 


an artist of no mean ability. The 
subject and the style indicated 
that it was fifteenth-century 


work, and it was thought probable 
that it was painted by one of the 
young men who found their in- 
spiration in the work of that fa- 
mous artist and universal genius 
Leonardo da Vinci. 

Now, it is a common practice 


for painters who want to get cer- | 


tain effects that the brush cannot 
produce to work over the fresh 
paint on their canvases with 
thumb or finger. Leonardo used 
his thumb in that way almost five 
hundred years ago, and on several 
of the works that are known be- 
yond question to be his the mark 


of his thumb ts plainly visible to- 
day. 

The expert. to whom the un- 
signed painting was shown for 


identification found a thumb mark 
or two on it. He examined them. 
and struck by their likeness to 
the thumb print of Leonardo. he 
had enlarged photogranhs of them 
made. Then he had similar pho- 
tographs taken. of the thumb 
marks on well-known paintings by 
Leonardo. The prints proved to 
be identical. Not only wére the 
convolutions on both exactly the 
same, but a small scar appeared 
on both in exactly the same place. 
Leonardo had signed the unidenti- 
fied picture as plainly as if he had 
written his name upon it—and far 


more authentically for although 
any forger mieht have painted 
Leonardo's sf&nature,. no thumb

monthly totals in the first months 
of a new year. The first and ex- 
tremely rapid business revival aft- 


er the hard times following the 
panics of 1907 and 1893 made the 
similar achievement of record- 
breaking production, but, in the 


i first half of a year. 


The great (though temporary) 
trade expansion of 1909 and 1895 
began in the spring and reached 
its climax in autumn; the first 
three months in all such years 
were marked by uncertainty or 
slow recuperation. 


THEORIES ADVANCED 
Two theories were advanced to 


explain the remarkable trade re- 
vival which began during Janu- 
ary and reached its point of high- 
est intensity in March. This might 
be merely (fhe second stage in a 
prolonged atid important financial 
boom, whose next stages would 
carry the record-breaking process 
still further. It might. on the oth- 
er hanr, represent an effort to meet 
an unexpectedly large demand im- 
mediately and without waiting for 
the possible uncertainties of later 
months in a world situation which 
Was admittedly obscure. On the 
first supposition, the present pause 
of industrial.activity may be mere- 
ly an interlude. On the second, it 
was conceivable that the process 
of keying up production to meet 
the full requirements of. reviving 


| trade had been completed in ad- 
|; Vance of the usual time of vear, 
sdbsequent course of 


jindustry to depend on  circum- 
| stances. The Stock Exchange, in 
its recent excitable fluctuations 


downward and upward, has alfér- 
nately reflected both ideas of the 
situation. 

Recently, a third view of the 
case has been occasionally suggest- 
ed—-that the movement of expan- 
sion would have continued unin- 
terruptedly, instead of being visibly 
checked in April, but for the fact 
that, the warnings about the dan- 
ger.of “credit inflation,” coming 
from bankers and from business 
men themselves, had caused a vol- 
untary halt and partial postpone- 
ment of its plans by the business 
community. On the basis of this 
belief, it might be argued that 
trade activities would be pursued 
again. on the scale of February and 

as soon as it should be plain 
that ‘the credit situation was not 
trained and that neither private 
banks nor the Federal Reserve 
Would interfere with the renewed 
industrial expansion.

William P. James, new United 
States District Judge, began his du- 
ties in United States District Judge 
Bledsoe’s departmen: yesterday. 

For the purposes of public rec- 
ord, the first order he made was 
the removal of Martin 0. Gommel, 
an asserted defaulting clerk in 
Pearl Harbor, Hawalian postoffice, 
to Honolulu, for a hearing. 

The first sentence he pronounced 
Was in the case of Osman A. 
Vaughan, who pleaded guilty to 
forging a signature of a govern- 
ment check calling for $190.36. 
The young man, who is a San 
Bernardino electrician, was given 
eight months in the County Jail in 
that city. A jail sentence waa rec- 
ommended by Federal officials. 

Judge James called the criminal 
calendars in both departments and 
disposed of most of the liquor 
cases by postponing them for a 
week. A large delegation of attor- 
neys was on hand to see what sort 
of sentence they might expect for 
their bootleg clients. 

A. W. Marsh, for many years 
connected with the detective de- 
partment of the city and county, 
has been sworn in as bailiff for 
Judge James's court. Judge James 
will return to San Diego this morn- 
ing. where he expects to close up 
the Bowers Bank fraud case. this 
week. He will be on the local bench 
next Monday morning. On the fol- 
lowing day he will begin his ree- 
ular work with the casg of the 
government against eight defend- 
ants, charged with fraud in con- 
nection with the sale of army goods 
at Camp Kearney, San Diego, in 
February, 1922.

AIDS ON WOBBLY NEST 
AT HARBOR NET 300 REDS 


Chief Oaks Ends Street Meetings, 
Parades; Prisoners Are Retused 
Bail; Arson Squad En Route 


Three hundred asserted Wobblies at Los Angeles Harbor 
were arrested by police and brought to the City Jail by special 
trains in several deta®hments yesterday and last night on the 
first day of the intensive drive started by Chief of Police Oaks 
to rid the harbor of all loafers and radicals. All are held with- 
out bail on criminal syndicalism charges. 


The drive, which yesterday 
amounted to the greatest in the 
history of the fight of constituted 
authority against I1.W.W. trouble 
makers since the strike at Los An- 
geles Harbor was engendered and 
kept alive by radicals imported 
from many centers throughout the 
West, is believed to be the great- 
est campaign against Reds ever 
made in the United States. 

Provisions will be made to — 
stockades to hold the Wobbliés 
which will overflow the jails. It is 
expected that more than 500 as- 
serted Wobblies will be arrested 
before the campaign is over. 

"All idle men at the harbor 
must explain their loafing and 
show they are not I.W.W.’s Or go 
to jail,” is the ultimatum given by 
Chief Oaks, who is personally di- 
recting the crusade. More than 
300 policemen are at the harbor 
t's enforce it and as many addi- 
tional as needed will be sent there, 
he said. 

Chief Oaks announced last nicht 
that any attempt by I1.W.W. mem- 
bers or sympathizers to start street 
meetings, parades) or demonstra- 
tions of any sort will be dealt with 
immediately. There ore more than 
300 police at the harbor.

TO AID DEFENSE 


Manufacturers Pledge Aid 
to Government 


Envoy Told Plants Will be 
Offered When Needed 


National Survey Reesons:Are 
Explained by Major 


The manufacturers’ committee of 
the Los Angeles r of Com- 
merce yesterday .by unanimous 
vote offered its services to the 
United States government in the 
survey being made under the Na- 
tional Defense Act and declared to 
Maj. J. R. Mount, of the United 
States Medical Corps, at the con- 
clusion of his address to the body, 
that the manufacturers of Los An- 
geles would offer themselves and 
their plants for service to!’ the na- 
tional defense whenever called on. 

Maj. Mount rendered tribute to 
the men and women who had 
hel make a success of the war 
in sp of the great handicap of 
chaos in the supply lines, wherein 
many branches of the government 
became each other’s competitors.

TELLS OF SURVEY 

“Congress in passing the Nation- 
al Defense Act made it the re- 
sponsibility of the General Staff 
to determine the maximum man- 
power effort of the United States in 
case of war, and placed with the 
Assistant Secretary of War the re- 
sponsibility of mobilizing Ameri- 
can industry to cover the war 
needs of such mobilization. 

“The operating division of the 
General Staff has prescribed the 
maximum man-power effort on a 
definite time schedule and this 
schedule has been translated into 
its equivalent of supplies needed. 
Therefore the government knows 
what it wants and when it wants 
it. This industrial survey is being 
undertaken to determine who can 
manufacture the necessary supplies 
and the time element involved in 
reaching war production. 

“This survey when completed 
will be kept up to date at all 
times in reference to new indus- 
tries and changes in the present 
industries, in reference to produc- 
tion; changes in articles manu- 
factured or development of. new 
items. Each manufacturer will 
know just @What he will be called 
upon to manufacture in event of 
war, as well as the rate of produe- 
tion, thereby allowing him to make 
definite plans in advance and de- 
vise the best methods of accom- 
plishing his part of the program. 

SUPPORT GIVEN 

“Industry is responding 100 per 
cent and the closest co-operation 
between the government and indus- 
try is assured. In each of your 
plants there shoul be a liaison of- 
ficer to officiate between the War 
Department and the factory staff. 
It might interest you to know 
that there was enough thirty-six 
inch gauze alone used in the Army 
hospitals during the war to go 
twice around the world and then 
tie in a large bow knot; and the 
war caused the United States to 
manufacture the best optical 
lenses in the world, taking this for- 
merly high rank from Germany.”

COSTLY DEADLOCK 
If the attitude of Gov. Hunt and otb- 
ers in Arizona should seriously delay rati- 
fication of the Colorado River pact, now 
agreed to by six of the seven States con- 
cerned, it will prove a costly deadlock. All 
the Siates will suffer loss by the delay and 
Arizona's losses will not be the least. 
Feasible and practical from engineering 
and economic viewpoints the Colorado Riv- 
er project, with its magnificent opportuni- 
ties for enriching the Southwest and build- 
ing up its industries, requires concerted 
action by all the States of the Southwest. 
The States are interdependent in an un- 
dertaking of this kind and also require the 
co-operation of the Federaj government. 
Secretary Hoover, representing the na- 


tional government, has succeeded with the 


State members of the Colorado River Com- 
mission in framing a sound working agree- 
ment and this pact has been ratified by 
each of the States except Arizona. Not 
one of the States could get all that its rep- 
resentatives might desire in framing the 
pact, but by assenting to the theory of emi- 
nent engineers that the controlled river 
can provide all the water that can be put 
to reasonable and practical use the mem- 
bers of the commission were able to come 
to a satisfactory agreement. 

A group of Arizona men has for the time 
blocked progress, in spite of the fact that 
there is a tremendously strong pro-pact 
sentiment in that State. Opposition to the 
pact in Arizona appears to be based on the 
fear that Arizona will not get all that some 
of its citizens would like to have. 

It would almost seem that some of the 
antipact men in Arizona are seeking to 
block river development in co-operation in 
order that Arizona may undertake the work 
of building dams for itself alone. If that 
is their position it can only result in a 
deadlock by which everybody would lose. 

A deadiock is indeed already established 
if the report is true that Secretary Hoover 
has declared thgt Arizona cannot get per- 
mission for its $30,000,000 Diamond Creek 
dam project until the pact is ratified and 
that Gov. Hunt has countered with the dec- 
laration that Arizona will not ratify until 
the permit is granted. Whether or not this 
is the situation, it ig true that, considering 
the interstate and international complica- 
tions of the project as a whole, not Arizona 
nor any other State can succeed in accom- 
plishing anything single-handed. 

If the Federal Power Commission should 
grant a permit for the Diamond Creek en- 
terprise after the pact is ratified the proj- 
ect would use water in accordance with 
apportionment under the pact. If the per- 
mit should be granted before ratification 
the water would be used from the general 
river flow in @hich all the States have an 
interest. Such use of water without an in- 
terstate. agreement would certainly meet 
with objection by other States. Litigation 
and controversy would ensue and the whole 
question of Colorado River control would 
be embroiled and handicapped. 

That Gov. Hunt's attitude is shortsighted 
is indicated by a statement attributed to 
him that he could not see any reason why 
Arizona should help develop power in Ari- 
zona to be used in Los Angeles. 

Such an attitude is ridiculous when 
viewed'in the light of statements made by 
Arthur P. Davis, director of the United 
States Reclamation Service, during a re- 
cent trip West. Mr. Davis told of the early 
investigations by engineers. He told of 
their growing enthusiasm for the project 
of harnessing the great river when they 
found the project feasible and compara- 
tively simple. 

Even at that time, many years ago, en- 
gineers could see only one obstacle in the 
way of undertaking the work. “We could 
not see,” said Mr. Davis, “a market for 
power big enough to warrant such a huge 
undertaking. The whole project, magnifi- 
cent and attractive as it was and is, seemed 
hopeless for that one reason alone.” Now, 
Mr. Davis says, Los Angeles has grown to 
such an extent and has built up its indus 
tries so that a market is waiting and the 
project is justified from every point of 
view. 

Gov. Hunt ought to know that the big- 
gest dam in the world and the most mag- 
nificent power plant that could be built are 
worthless if the power generated cannot 
be marketed. The Colorado River project 
requires the co-operation of all the States, 
and of the Federal government. Some 
States have the land through which the 
river flows. Some lands can use the water 
for irrigation and some communities can 
buy the power. 

No single phase of the project could suo 
ceed in itself. No single State can take 
advantage of the possibilities. By working 
together under an agreement such as is 
provided by the pact framed by Mr. Hoover's 
Colorado River Commission all concerned 
can bring about a development that will 
benefit every community in the Southwest. 

It is doubtful whether the citizens of Arizo- 
na will support a policy that leads blindly to 
a deadlock and which would rob Arizona 
of its share of the magnificent Colorado 
River“heritage just as surely as it will rob 
other States of their share. 


| BIG BUSINESS 
The successful completion of the rai- 
sin growers’ drive to sign 85 per cent of 
the acreage for the association means much 
for California, for grape growing has be- 
come one of our leading sources for the 
production of wealth. 

There is now in California over 1000 
square miles of growing grapes, or enough 
to make a belt a mile wide and extending 
from Los Angeles to a point 200 miles east 
of El Paso: or a belt of the same width 
extending from San Francisco to Seattle; 
or a belt 208 feet wide with a greater 
length than the distance around the world. 
For the year 1921 the tonnage of wine and 
table grapes shipped from the State wes 
enough to fill over 39,000 cars, and in the 
same year over 145,000 tons of raisins were 
made. The value of the 1920 crop of 
grapes in California was about $93,000,000. 

Although the grape is produced largely 
in the central part of the State, it can be 
grown in nearly all of the counties, having 
a much wider range of growth than has 
the orange. In respect to early ripening 
the section around the Imperial Valley has 
the advantage, with Texas and Arizona 
only as rivals.

Adoption by the State Legislature of 
the Bromiey bill, aimed at fake oil promot- 
ers and unscrupulous stock-jobbers, will go 
a long way toward protecting public in- 
vestors and encouraging legitimate busl- 
ness. It closes a loophole by which certain 
promoters were able to escape supervisjon 
in floating questionable ofl securities. 


Briefly, this bill brings the individual, 
dealing in oil and mines, under the same 
State control as companies and corpora- 
tions and requires of him a $5000 bond to 
insure faithful compliance with State laws. 
It also provides that anyone making a com- 
piaint against & broker or agent must file 
same with the State Corporation Depart- 
ment, which will furnish the accused with 


a copy that the hearing may be fair to both 
sides.

And those who think they have been de- 
frauded in any way can always appeal to 
the State Corporation Department.

LAND SWINDLE 


Jailed Canadian Said to Have 
Victimized Scores — 


Impersonation of 
Agent is Charged 


| | Takings Believed to Total 
More Than $100,000 


James M. Clark, 65 years of age, 
a distinguished-looking citizen of 
Canada, is held at the City Jail 
today on a grand-larceny charge. 
His arrest, police say, concludes a 
man hunt in which authorities of 
two nations joined. It also ends 
the carocer of one of the cleverest 
international swindlers ever to op- 
erate in this country, Police officials 
believe. 

In his asserted operations in this 
country and Canada, Clark is said 
to have obtained more than $100.- 
000 in the last few years. Numer- 
ous Anzelenos also are said to have 
fallen victim to the aristocratic- 
ap pearing Canadian, who, accord- 
ing to police, posed as a Dominion 
government land agent sold 
thousands — thousands of acres 
of land in t Peace River district 
of Canada which he did not own 
and had never seen 

The trail of victims left by Clark 
in hie wake is said to extend from 
Winnipeg, Can.. to Fort Dodge, 
Iowa, then to San Francisco, Palo 
Alto, Seattle and British Columbia. 


LONG MAN-HUNT ENDS 


The suspect was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon by Detective Lieu- 
tenant Lucas in a hotel at 168 
North Main street. The arrest came 
after an extensive investigation, in 
which the Canadian authorities co- 
operated.

Lucas stated, was for 640 
acres at $5 an acre. These con- 
tracts, the detective stated, were 
made effective by an initial pay- 
ment from the asserted victim of 
$125.

Lucas 
said, Clark would disappear and 
repeat the operation on some other 
victim until the town in which he 
was then operating had been fair- 
ly well cleaned out of “sucker” 
money.
